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Official Report Tells How Army Aviators Fought Back to 


Civilization When "Round-World" Plane Crashed 


"in Northwestern Wilderness. 


|OW Major Frederick L. Mar- 


tin and lite mechanician, Sor- 
goant Alva L. Harvey, whose 
round-the-world tlisht ended 
prematurely ngninst an Alas- 


kan mountain, came' back to a nation 
which had mourned them ns dead is 
told completely iinU fascinatingly in 
the official report ot their experiences 
Just made public by the Chief of the 
Army Air Service. 


News tllspatchea'at tho time told In 


brief of the great adventure, but tho 
complete story can be found only in 
the modest language'of tho official re- 
port. It will be recalled how the naj 
plane "Seattle," hastening to overtake 
the other pianos ot.putch Harbor, ran 
Into a fog shortly Vfter taking oft' trora 
Chlgnlk Bay on Apr!! SO and crashed 
against tho side .of a mountain. 


Out of World Flight 


"Further participation in the round- 


the-world flight- was at an end," Is the 
•vrny -Major Martin's report sums up 
tho examination oft the wrecked plane. 
"We 
thoroughly1 appreciated 
our 


plight, as we knew this part of tho 
Western Peninsula to be uninhabited, 
excepting by a fe>v people at consid- 
erable distance along the shore line." 


With the characteristic initiative of 


tho air service, tho two llyers spent 
llttlo time in .bemoaning their bad 
Juck, They immediately selected th-: 
snjplles they needed from the equip- 
ment on board and prepared their 
packs for hiking. For food they had 
several sandwiches, which they ate at 
once; a dozen malted mill; tablets and 
two thermos bottles of concentrated 
liQuid food. 


Use Pocket Flashlight 


A curious individual, after tho Ma- 


jor's return from'^his perils, nsked him 
to enumerate the various supplier 
they had put in the packs. Tho Major 
ticked them off on his tlnsertlps, nam- 
ing, among others, a pocket flashlight. 


"Why tho flashlight when you were 


trying to make'as light a pack as pos- 
sible?" was the next question. 


"1 have always considered a flash- 


light a very necessary part of the 
equipment for airplanes," the Major 
replied. 
"The flrslrtifiln we had o;i 


the 'Seattle'- proved of great value to. 
both Sergeant 
Hnrvey and 
myself 


when.we had occasion to lie around 
tho plane at'ul.sht. or lu walltins about 


In thd llttlo villages whore we were 
forced to stop and, where street light- 
ing was not in evidence. 


"Notwithstanding the fn'ct that we 


reduced the weight which we haa to 
carry, with us in our struggle to get 
back to civilization from where we 
crashed, we kept our flashlight with 
us. 
We", found It very valuable at 


ulglu, as we had no light except .tho 
meagre light furnished by a very 
small fire." 
: Start to Coast 


But. to return to the report, the two 


flyers, having completed' their tew ar- 
rangements for a long and perilous 
journey, started off at 2 o'clock In the 
afternoon, figuring that they were ten 
miles from'the Pacific Coast-lino and 
separated 'from it by a mountain 
range.' 


"Tho fog was very dense 'was so 


white as to blend completely with tho 
snow," is the way Major Martin's re- 
port reads 
"The snow was deep and 


smooth, leaving practically no objects 
visible. 


Return to Plane 


For two hours the two men kept 


diligently at it and then, finding no 
place tor a night's shelter, decided to 
return to tho plane. 
They retraced 


their route, following their footsteps, 
and in seventeen,minutes reached the 
plane. The. report relates the discom- 
fort of the .ensuing night when they 
crawled into the ' baggage compart- 
ment of -the JEiisilnge. turned at an an- 
Kle of forty-five degrees, and slept lit- 
fiil'y. cramped and cold and with the 
man in the lower part supporting 
some of the weight of the man abovo 
him.

Saved From Death
